Louis Augustus Frederic de St. Ferol, the son of Jean Baptiste Athanisal Frederic de St. Ferol and Marie 
Antoninette Geret, was born August 28, 1794, at Lyons, France, on the river Rhone on the day of the siege of the 
Republicans. He and his mother were taken by friends when he was less than an hour old and hidden in a mine 
owned by the Frederics, and was not found for two years by his father who was a Royalist. 

Louis was taken from school when he was 16, became a corporal under Napoleon; was decorated with the 
Legion of Honor when he was 18. 

He came to America about 1815 after the defeat of Napoleon; first to New York, then to Marengo County, 
Alabama where he was assigned 160 acres in the Vine and Olive Colony, and then to Pascagoula, where he 
became the teacher for the Delmas family. His school became well known. He was the first Postmaster and a 
Notary Public. Living part of each year in New Orleans, he was a translator for the state legislature and was a 
editor and reporter for a local paper. As an engineer he helped lay out the first streets of Pascagoula. 

He died in 1841 at the early age of forty-six, leaving a wife and five small children, three boys and two girls. 
He was buried at the Old Fort but the grave marker has disappeared.

Death of Mr. W.E. Frederic de St. Ferol 


Saturday morning last at 6 o'clock after a painful illness of two weeks, Mr. Washington Emile Frederic de St. 
Ferol died at his residence on Pascagoula river. He was afflicted with a cancer caused by a bite from a horse 
some fifteen years ago. Mr. Frederic was a native of this place and lived for many years in New Orleans, having 
been identified with the cotton brokerage and weighing business. He removed to Scranton and married Miss 
Sarah Williams, of Georgia, on August 10, 1882. He is survived by his wife and two sisters, Mrs. J.A. Donovan 
and Mrs. M.A. Krebs, all of this city. He was over 73 years of age at the time of his demise and was sucessful in 
his business career, having amassed a large estate. He was president of the Merchant and Marine Bank and a 
director of the Delmas Packing Company of Scranton. 
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"Mr. Frederic, as he was generally known, was a member of one of the oldest families of old and new France. 
His mother, Miss Emily Delmas, was the first white child born on Round or Turtle Island. She was born there in 
1812 when here parents were fleeing from the Indians, who made a descent upon Fort St. Louis de la Mobile. His 
father, L. A. Frederic de Saint Ferol, was of a noble family of Saint-Etienne, near Lyons, France." 

The funeral was held from the Catholic church attended by a large concourse of relatives and friends, Rev. 
Father W. Ten Brink performing the solemn rites of the church. The pall bearers were; Messrs. Fritz D. Becht, 
Vincent Ros, A. G. Delmas, Isadore B. Dupont, George H. Huggins and J. P. Delmas. The interment was made in 
Krebs cemetery. Requiescat in pase.

A petition has just been filed by Messrs. Denny & Denny and Miller & Doty, attorneys for Leaty F. Bazier, 
Charles R. Frederic and Joseph Frederic, children and grandchildren of the first wife of W. E. Frederic, for an 
issue devisavit vel non to test the will of W. E. Frederic as propounded by his widow Mrs. Sarah P. Frederic, in 
the chancery court of this county. By the will offered for probate the testator gives all his property to his last wife 
and her children equally, to be divided when the youngest child, about four years of age, should reach his 
majority. The grounds of contest may be briefly summed up as want of mental capacity and undue influence on 
the part of last wife. This property, worth probably a quarter of a million dollars, is thus tied up in the hands of 
Mrs. Frederic, the executrix, if this will is probated for sixteen or seventeen years. If the contestants suceed in the 
contest, however, those children of a former marriage will come in for an equal share and the property would 
doubtless then be sold for division. The contest will be an interesting one to the people of Scranton, as the 
property takes in some of the most important sites and buildings on the principal business blocks of our city, 
making a matter of much interest to the community, whether it will be put on the market or tied up for the next 
fifteen or twenty years.

Building a Sarcophagus. 


Messrs. McDonald, March & Co., of Mobile, the well-known monumental designers and builders, commenced 
the construction of a sarcophagus in the Catholic cemetery at Pascagoula Saturday last for the remains of the late 
W.E. Frederic. The work is being executed by Mr. H.J. Stemerdink. It will be a brick cemented vault to hold 
three caskets, over which will set a granite slab and tablet, surrounded by a stone fence. When completed the 
bodies of Mr. Frederic and two members of the family will be transferred from the Krebs cemetery to their final 
resting place. The new receptacle is of handsome design and workmanship and will cost about $1500.

Frederic Estate Has Been Divided 
Large Part of the Business Section of Pascagoula involved in Final Settlement. 


Deeds and agreement were filed for record in the office of the chancery clerk some days ago for partition 
among the heirs of the estate of the late W. E. Frederic. Under the terms of the will of Mr. Frederic the big estate 
was held intact until the youngest heir, Francis, attained his majority, which occurred some weeks ago. The 
several heirs thereupon worked out a plan whereby a division of the estate was effected without recourse to the 
courts. 

The property in question takes in most of the business houses along Delmas avenue between Pascagoula street 
and the river, together with other business and residence property in the city, numerous vacant lots in Pascagoula, 
country real estate and property in New Orleans and elsewhere.

After the death of Mary Caroline, it appears that W-E. Frederic and his children with Mary Caroline moved to the 
Pascagoula area. In the 1880 census Joseph is living with W.E. Frederic. The children that I have found birth 
records on were given the surname Williams, but Joseph is listed as Frederic in the census. Joseph was also 
known by the nickname "Fritz" according to court records. Josephine Williams (Frederic), in a strange twist, 
married the brother of W.E. Frederic’s wife Sarah. Sarah's mother was a widow with two children, Robert and 
Sarah. Sarah's mother married J.W. Westfaul and Robert adopted the Westfaul name. They are buried in 
Machpelah Cemetery in Pascagoula as Robert and Josephine Westfaul. According to court records, Minnie 
Valentine died in Scranton (Pascagoula) in 1878. Leaty, Emile, and Joseph are buried in the Catholic Cemetery 
in Mobile, Alabama. Apparently Fritz and Josephine remained in good standing with W.E. because in a 1902 
newspaper item about W.E and Sarah's twentieth wedding anniversary, they are both listed as guest attending the 
party. Things fell apart the next year, when on his deathbed, W.E. Frederic signed a new will that made only 
Sarah and her ten children with W.E. the sole heirs of his estate. 


In the 1904 lawsuit, where the children of Mary Caroline Williams challenged the will of W.E. Frederic, it was 
implied in the disposition of Mary Caroline's children, that Mary Caroline Williams was a former slave owned by 
W.E. Frederic. One of the question in a disposition asked that wasn't she a slave named Caroline owned by 
William Ellison of New Orleans and sold to W.E. Frederic shortly after the birth of Alice Leone. It asked if Mary 
and Williams were actually her real name or just made up. Her children in answer denied this and said she was a 
free person of color and the wife of W.E. Frederic. In the disposition they were asked to provide proof that Mary 
Caroline Williams was married to W.E. Frederic and that they were his children. The children were unable to 
prove that W.E. and Caroline were actually married, but they did provide a baptismal certificate with Mary 
Caroline and W.E. Frederic's name on it. They also provided several letters written to them from W.E. Frederic, 
Sarah Frederic, and Soloman H. Frederic, where the children of Mary Caroline Williams were referred to as sons, 
daughters, and sister. In another disposition from a witness who knew the family in New Orleans, she said that 
Mary Caroline, W.E., and the children lived as a family and she knew W.E. Frederic as "Mr. Williams."

Pascagoula Mourns Passing of Mrs. W. E. Frederic, Who Died Monday. 
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The passing of Mrs. W. E. Frederic, who died at her home at 342 Ford avenue, Tuesday morning at 3 o'clock, is 
mourned by hundreds of people in Pascagoula, where she had resided the greater part of her life and reared a 
large family who compose an important part of the city's citizenship. Mrs. Frederic had reached the age of 63 
years, one month and fifteen days, Her death followed an illness she contracted Friday of last week, although she 
had not been in strong health for many months. She was a native of Macon, Ga., before her marriage to the late 
W. E. Frederic. 

The funeral was held from her late home Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock, and was attended by a large 
gathering of relatives, friends and neighbors from many cities of this section. Rev. Father B. O'Reilly conducted 
the services at Our Lady of Victories Catholic church and the Greenwood cemetery, where a great mound of 
flowers was sent by loving friends as a tribute to her memory.

W.E. Frederic was convicted in circuit court Thursday morning of having intoxication liquor in his 
possession, and was fined $500 and sentenced to 90 days in jail. The case will be appealed to the 
supreme court.

Robbery Attempt Lands Pair In Hospital, Jail 


An attempted hold up of Frederic's Tavern on Lincoln avenue last Saturday night by two armed men 
landed one in the Jackson County hospital with shotgun pellets in his face and chest and the other in the 
Gulfport jail. 

George F. Scott was shot by W.E. Frederic during the attempted robbery and Rex York was arrested in 
Gulfport on Monday by police authorities in that city and was identified by witnesses as the second man. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Frederic were tied up and threatended with pistols during the altercation and Mrs. 
Frederic was said to have been struck about the head with a pistol butt. 

According to police reports and the victims, the two men entered the tavern late Saturday night and 
drank several bottle of beer. When Mr. Frederic left the building to go to a pool room which he owns 
next door, the men were said to have drawn guns on Mrs. Frederic. 

They covered Mr. Frederic upon his retum and took some money from his pocket, he said, before tying 
both of them up with adhesive tape and strips of cloth. Mrs. Frederic escaped her bonds and ran from the 
building calling for help, Mr. Frederic said. 

The manager of the pool room ran into the tavern and was threatened by the bandits but Mr. Frederic 
seized an opportunity to grab his shotgun and chased the men from the building. After shooting Scott, 
he ran out of ammunition and York escaped while he sought more shells, he said. 

York is held in the Gulfport jail and Scott will be removed there upon his release from the hospital, 
Police Chief J. E. Shirley said. Both have been charged with armed robbery.

NEGRO PAYS WITH LIFE FOR ROBBERY 


Pascagoula, March 18. - The first legal hanging in Jackson county since July, 1890, took place in the 
Jackson county jail, when Samuel Williams, 23-year old Brewton, Ala., negro was executed. He was 
proclaimed dead at 7:57 a. m., just 12 minutes after the trap was sprung. 

Williams was convicted of robbery with firearms and his sentence affirmed by the supreme court. He 
was charged with entering five Pascagoula homes on the night of August 16, 1936 and with slugging 79- 
year old Mrs. Fannie Loughridge. 

Claiming the negro was insane, some effort was put forward, but four physicians examined the negro 
and reported to the sheriff that he was sane. Just before the negro was hanged he admitted that he was 
“acting” insane, according to witnesses at the execution. 

The last legal hanging in Jackson county was in 1890, when Harry Dudley, Moss Point negro, was 
hanged for the death of Harry Flagg, a sailor, in a fight.

Krebs (Cecile Sword), his granddaughter.

Lt. Robert Frederic Awarded Air Medal For Part In D-Day Invasion 


From a Ninth Air Force Carrier Base in the European Theatre of War comes the announcement that Lt. Robert 
Q. Frederic of Pascagoula has been awarded the coveted Air Medal for his part in the invasion of France. 

Lieutenant Frederic is the pilot of a paratroop-hauling, glider-towing C-47, and flew in a formation of 900 
planes and gliders of the Ninth Troop Carrier Command, which is a part of the Ninth Air Force and U. S. 
component of the Allied Expeditionary Air Force, and is under the command of Brig. Gen Paul L. Williams, 
leader of the airborne invasion flights of Africa, Sicily and Italy and the dropping of the first troops on the 
Cherbourg peninsula on "D-Day." 

In telling some of his experiences, Lieutenant Frederic said "We took off very early on the eventful day of June 
6, 1944, and soon assembled into formation, setting our course for the French coast. Everything went swell until 
we reached the French coast where we ran into bad weather and had to fly blind on instruments. As we broke out 
of this overcast, the Jerries had us in their sight and began firing at us, but no apparent damage was done and we 
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continued on to the drop zone where we released the glider which we were towing and then hit the deck to fly at 
tree-top level, hedge hopping over both trees and roof-tops, here and there back towards the British coast. All 
around the drop zone we were subjected to heavy machine gun and anti-aircraft fire and the same was 
encountered as we flew back over the French coast. As we flew over the channel we saw some of our planes in 
the water and the allied navies all in unison ready to do their bit. We landed at our home base a bit on the jittery 
side and set about examining our plane just to see how much damage had been done. We soon discovered that 
the Jerries aren't nearly as good marksmen as they claim to be because we had only a few bullet holes here and 
there which were caused by small arms fire." 

Lieutenant Frederic is a graduate from the Pascagoula High school and prior to his entry into the service was 
employed as a machinist by the F. D. Y. Machine Company, in Pascagoula. 

His mother, Mrs. Mary Frederic, to whom the announcement of her son's prowess has been sent from the Ninth 
Command Headquarters in the European Theatre of War, resides on River road, in Pascagoula.

Hermes F. Gautier Dies At 74 


Hermes Fredric Gautier, 74, long time political and civic leader, died at his home at 629 Columbus Drive 
Saturday night. 

Funeral service were held today from the home at 1:45 p.m. and from Our Lady of Victories Catholic Church at 
2 p.m. Burial was in Machpelah Cemetery. 

Mr. Gautier known as Mr. Jackson County, served for 24 years on the Board of Supervisors, four years in the 
House of Representatives and four years in the Senate of the Mississippi Legislature. 

He is a past president of the Pascagoula Chamber of Commerce, Coast Council of Chambers of Commerce, 
First Federal Savings & Loan Association of Pascagoula - Moss Point, Gulf Marine Fisheries Commission and 
Gulf Coast Warehouse Corp. Biloxi. 

Most of his life he was engaged in the ice manufacturing business. He at one time operated plants in 
Pascagoula, Gulfport and Biloxi. He was honored by both Delta States Ice Association and National Ice 
Association for services and contributions to the industry. 

At the time of his death he was president of the Pascagoula Ice and Freezer Co. Inc. and a director of the First 
Federal Savings and Loan Association, the Merchants and Marine Bank and the Mississippi Export Railroad. 

During World War II Mr. Gautier was chairman of the county Selective Service Board. He was the first king of 
the Gulf Coast Carnival Association. 

Legislation secured by him enabled Jackson County to obtain deep water channels and to build the Bayou 
Casotte Industrial Area. In 1939 he was instrumental in locating Ingalls Shipbuilding here. 

Tom Thornhill, president of First Federal, said, "With the passing of Hermes Gautier I have lost one of my 
closest and best friends. 

"Hermes served as a guiding light to all of us at First Federal. In my opinion he did more for Jackson County 
than any man. He wasn't for Hermes. He was for the people - for the betterment of Jackson County." 

Edward A. Khayat, president of the Board of Supervisors, said "His life has been a challenge. His vision, 
courage and business acumen coupled with a great sense of humor, has given us all incentive to be builders for 
Jackson County. 

"His leadership in bringing Ingalls Shipyard will be remembered. Also, Hermes introduced legislation for 
deepening channels of Pascagoula River. Working side by side with the late Gov. Fielding Wright, he secured 
state matching funds when federal funds were not available. This one effort was a major achievement and was the 
beginning of our tremendous port program." 

He is survived by two sons, Hermes Quinn and John D., both of Pascagoula; one brother, James D. of Moss 
Point; five sisters, Mrs. P. T. Vaught of Gautier, Mrs, George Hague of Pascagoula, Mrs. H. B. Clark of Gautier, 
Miss Josie Gautier of Gautier and Mrs. C. B. Clark of Jackson. There are 17 grandchildren.

Hermes Quin Gautier Sr., 83, of Pascagoula, Miss, died peacefully Saturday, January 25, 2003 at home 
with his family. Born January 20, 1920, Mr. Gautier was a lifelong resident of Pascagoula. He served as 
a page in Washington, D.C. under Sen. William Colmer, attended Georgia Military College and 
graduated from Pascagoula High School. He received his bachelor of science degree from Tulane 
University, where he was a member of Kappa Alpha Fraternity and then attended Harvard University for 
post graduate business administration. He is a veteran of World War II, serving as a lieutenant in the 
U.S. Navy as a supply officer in the Atlantic. 

He was known as "The Ice Man" as he managed ice plants in Gulfport, Biloxi and then owned the 
Pascagoula Ice and Freezer Corp. until his retirement. He received many honors, when as president of 
the National Ice Association he brought relief to the Gulf Coast after Hurricanes Camille and Frederic. 
An armchair historian himself, he received awards for historic preservation for his home in Pascagoula 
and his ancestral home, the Old Place in Gautier.

As father of nine children and 17 grandchildren, he has been a big 
supporter of Our Lady of Victories and Sacred Heart Catholic Schools (now called Resurrection) and 
Churches, Pine Burr Council of Boy Scouts, and numerous sports teams, colleges, charities and arts 
organizations. 

He was preceded in death by his parents, the Hon. Hermes Frederic Gautier and "Hattie" Quinn Gautier 
and three siblings who died in infancy. From 1984 until her death in 1999, he was the faithful and loving 
caretaker of his beloved wife, Mimi (Marie Aimee Warren), whom he married in 1944. Since her death 
he has been an invalid himself. He leaves behind a gentle caretaker, Mrs. Eva Woods Magee who has 
worked for the Gautier family since 1956. "Papa Quin" departs this earth from his nine children, their 
spouses, his 17 grandchildren, their spouses and 6 step-great-grandchildren with the following advice:
